He Was a Democratic Leader, Farmer and 


Hotel-Keeper—Those Who Survive— 


The Funeral Service!. 


Ex-Judge George W. Gump, one of 


tbe most prominent citizens of the 
county, died at his home in Napier on 
Friday, January 5. The deceased was 
a son of Mr. and Mrs. John Gump, of 
Rainsbnrg, and was born October 19, 
1819. 
He was educated in the schools 


of his native township. In March, 
1841, he was united in marriage to 
Miss Sophia Stuckey, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Simon Stuckey, of Snake 
Spring township. Thirteen children 
blessed this union, seven of whom are 
still living, namely, Dr. S. H. Gnmp.S. 
S. Gump, Mrs. Margaret Defibaugh, 
Mrs. Josephine Smith, of Bedford; J. 
M. Gump, of Napier; J. R. Gump, of 
Milan, Mich., and Charles E. Gump, 
of St. Louis, Mo. Through careful 
parental training his children were 
fitted to become useful and influential 
citizens. Decedent is also survived 
by his widow, who is in her eighty- 
first year. 


In 1847 Mr. and Mrs. Gump moved 


to Bedford and conducted the Rising 
Sun hotel for a year. They then took 
up their residence in Cumberland, 
where they lived until 1858, when they 
came back to Bedford county and 
.ocated at Napier, where they resided 
over since. 


Air. Gump was a sterling Democrat 


and always took an active interest in 
the affairs of his party. He was 
elected to various township 
offices, 


among them that of school director, 
and was twice chosen delegate to the 
state convention. 


He was elected associate judge of 


Bedford county at the election held in 
the year 1866, receiving 2,816 
votes as 


the Democratic 
candidate 
against 


Capt. Adam Weaverling, the Republic- 
an nominee, who received 2,590 votes. 
Captain Weaverling was then associate 
judge by appointment of Governor 
lartranf t, to fill the unexpired term of 
lion. John Taylor, deceased. The 
other judges of the Bedford county 
court at the time Judge Gump was 
elected were Hon. Alexander King 
and Hon. W. G. Eicholtz. Judge 
Gump served his full term, until after 
the election in 1871, and was succeeded 
>y Capt. John A. Stuckey. During 
Judge Gump's term Hon. Alexander 
iing was president judge four years, 
until his death, and Hon. William M. 
Hall one year. The associate judges 
were Hon. W. G. Eicholtz, four years, 
,nd he was succeeded by Hon. B. R. 
Henderson; Capt. John A. Stuckey, 
resigned in the second year of his 
term and removed to the state of Ne- 
)raka, and he was succeeded by Hon. 
Thomas 
Donahoe. 
During 
Judge 


jump's term he had the 'respe'ct "and"! 
food will of his associates on the 
)ench aud of the entire bar. 
After 


retiring from the bench Judge Gump 
returned to Napier and resumed farm- 
ng. 


With the ex ception of the time he 


conducted a hotel, the time he was on 
the bench and ten years in which he 
carried on the "Shook" business—the 
manufacturing 
of hogsheads, which 


were shipped to Cuba and filled with 
sugar and molasses—Judge Gump was 
:Dgaged in farming. 


The funeral services were held on 


Sunday afternoon at the home of de- 
cedent and'were conducted by Rev.M.

ceive such salary as the commissioners shall 
determine. 


Section 5. That the clerk 80 appointed 


shall enter into a bond to the county with

je designated by the commissioners.

COAL MET 


With County Commissioners Causes 


Comments and Complaints, 


D U T Y D I S R E G A R D E D . 


It Is Only a Iilttle Matter, But "Orest Oaks 


From JLIttle Acorns Grow"—"A Word to 


tbe Wise Is Sufficient." 


(Communicated.) 


George Bollinger, the well-known 


and progressive coal dealer of Bedford, 
received, through the postoffce, under 
date of January 4, 1900, a letter from 
the county commissioners, signed by 
their clerk, of which the following is a 
true copy, viz:—"The county commis- 
sioners will receive sealed bids for the 
furnishing of coal for the court house 
and jail until the present season is 
over. It will require about 75 tons, 
Bids to be so much per ton. Coal to be 
delivered to premises. Bids to be filed 
in the office by 9 o'clock, Friday morn- 
ing." 


It is reasonable .to presume that 


other coal dealers received a like invi- 
tation to bid. 
l 


Immediately after the receipt of said 


letter Mr. Bollinger, with his usual 
activity, prepared his bid, sealed it, 
addressed it to county commissioners, 
delivered it to their office before 9 
o'clock, Friday morning, and went 
about his regular avocations, 
under 


the impression that the contract would 
be awarded in accordance with busi- 
ness methods and the law. He was 
content to await official action, and 
was prepared to faithfully fulfil the 
contract, should he be the lowest and 
best bidder—otherwise to accept hie 
defeat as a man. 


This was the proper spirit to mani- 


fest and this is the line of action that 
should have been pursued. In addition 
to the Bollinger bid, one other, that of 
Messrs. Cleaver & Gailey,was submitted 
in writing. Under the circumstances 
the contract should have been awarded 
to one of them. But who can tell what 
county officials will do these days? 
Mr. Bollinger found that his reasona- 
ble expectations were doomed to disap- 
pointment and that the officials of Bed- 
ford county and the guardians of its 
finances were only joking with him. 
The sealed bids were ignored, and a 
verbal contract made with Solomon C. 
Ritchey, after consultation, whereby 
he was awarded the contract at a price 
exceeding the Bollinger bid by sixteen 
cents per ton. Now sixteen cents per 
ton on a contract for seventy-five tons 
of coal amounts to only twelve dollars— 
but, 
when official action is in the bal- 


ance, one dollar should receive the 
same consideration as one hundred or 
one thousand. It is the principle in- 
volved. 


We are pained to be compelled to 


cast any reflections on the new board 
of county commissioners, for we were 
and are prepared to aid and assist and 
encourage them in tV e performance of 
their responsible duiies and in the in- 
auguration- of-mneh'teedelfrefornlirin" 
their office. Petty exhibitions of favor- 
itism, and disregard of plain duty, 
.ike that exhibited in this coal contract, 
are not calculated to inspire confidence 
and hope. A word to the wise is suffi- 
cient.

MONEY, TRUSTS, IMPERIALISM 


Hon. 
William J. Bryan's Jackson Day 


Speech. 


Hon. William J. Bryan made an in 


tereating speech at Omaha, Neb'., Mon- 
day night at the banquet of the Jack- 
sonian club, held in honor of Jackson 
Day, the anniversary of the battle 01 
New Orleans. He said in part: "Those 
who studied the money question in 1806 
foresaw the danger threatened by the 
gold standard and pointed out that its 
permanent establishment 
would in 


volve us in every financial disturbance 
occurring in Europe, but the bankers 
were for the most part blind to the 
warning. What do we see now? Not- 
withstanding the increased production 
of gold, a few victories WOQ by the 
Boers in South Africa have alarmed 
the same bankers, and they are now 
fearing a panic unless England is im- 
mediately successful. Their financial 
interest in England's triumph is so 
great that many of them have silenced 
their sympathy for a struggling re- 
public and are hoping for the exten- 
sion of the authority of a queen. 


"If such agitation results from a war 


between England and a little republic, 
what must we expect if war ever breaks 
out between two gold standard coun- 
tries of the first class? Without finan- 
cial independence this nation cannot 
be independent either in its foreign or 
its domestic policy, and yet the Repub- 
lican party is even now preparing to 
chain America like a captive to Eu- 
rope's golden chariot. 


"Those who studied the money ques- 


tion in 1S96 also foresaw that the retire- 
ment of the greenbacks was a part of 
the gold standard plan. Many Repub- 
licans scouted the idea and the presi- 
dent avoided any mention of the mat- 
ter in his letter of acceptance. 
But 


now the scheme is being unfolded and 
the financiers are to be empowered to 
expand or contract the currency at 
their own will and for their own pecu- 
niary advantage. 


"Those who studied the trust ques- 


tion in 1393 foresaw that an adminis- 
tration placed in power by the aid oJ 
great monopolies could not be relied 
upon to destroy the trusts, but many 
who could not be convinced by argu- 
ment are now being convinced by the 
rapid growth and increased audacity 
of private monopolies. 


"Any one who has read history or 


understands human nature knows that 
one race cannot cross an ocean and 
dominate another race without keep- 
ng an army ever present to hold the 
ionquered race in subjection. 
Yet the 


Sepublican leaders thought or pretend- 
ed to think that an imperial policy 
would be accepted by the Filipinos 
with delight. 


The decision of the nation on the 


Philippine question will be an epoch- 
making decision. 
We stand at the 


parting of the ways and must choose 
aetween the doctrines of republics and 
the doctrines of empire. At this su- 
preme crisis in our nation's history we 
may well recall the words of Lowell: 
'Once to every man and nation comes the 


moment to decide 
hf the'striie of truth'with'Jalsehbod for the 


good or evil side; 


Some great cause, God's new Messiah, offer- 


ing each the bloom or blight, 


Parts the goats upon the loft hand and the 


sheep upon the right, 


And the cboice goes by forever, 'twixt that 


darkness add that light."

The Administration Is Worried By Kesoiu- 


tlons Calling For information Oa 


Various Philippine Matters. 


Special correspondence of Ins GAZSTTI. 


WAsmsGTOJT, January 9 —The ad- 


ministration has been kept squirming 
ever since congress re-assembled by the 
resol utions calling for information on 
various Philippine matters, offered by 
Senator Pettigrew and others, but the 
castigation of its Philippine policy 
received yesterday at the hands of 
Senator Hoar, in a speech in favor of 
his resolution, declaring against im- 
perialism, and for the independence of 
the Philippines, was the worst punish- 
ment yet administered. Mr. Hoar is 
not an orator in any sense of the word, 
but he has the lawyer's faculty of 
massing facts and plainly stating his 
ease, and he brought it into full play 
in his speech, which will take a high 
place in the arguments against the 
departure from the policy of Washing- 
ton and all the early presidents and 
the substitution therefor of imperial- 
ism, with its attendant evils—a large 
standing army, extravagant public ex- 
penditures and public and private cor- 
ruption. It was a warning which de- 
serves the attention from the country 
that it will not receive from Mr. Mc- 
Kinley and his imperialistic advisers, 
who answer it, not by argument, but 
by calling Senator Hoar "a traitor.'' 


Arguments in favor of the gold 


standard bill must be hard to get when 
prominent Republicans in the senate 
stand up and say that the bill is not 
unfriendly to silver; that ita becoming 
a law will not prevent a continuation 
of efforts for international bimetal- 
sm, and that sort of rot. 
The object 


of this kind of talk is obvious. There 
are Republican senators who will vote 
lor this bill who have numerous con- 
stituents who believe in bimetallism. 
They are to be bamboozled into the 
Impression that the gold standard bill 
Is not an attack on bimetallism. An- 
other defense put forth for the bill is 
ihat it is not really new legislation, 
but merely a re-affirmation of the Act 
of '73. If that be true, why pass the 
bill at all ? But that it isn't true, any 
more than the statement about it's 
not being antagonistic to bimetallism, 
s shown by the anxiety of the money 
kings to get it on the statute books. 
It requires no gift cf inspired prophecy 
to say that the United States will 
never again enjoy the blessings of the 
bimetallic currency, which distributes 
prosperity among the whole people 
more equally than any other form of 
currency, until the people elect a con- 


ress and a president pledged to wipe 
;he gold standard law out of existence 
and to substitute therefor a law pro- 
vidingjor the double standard. It is 
lor the people to say how soon thai 
shall be done. 


Mr. MeKinley is getting a little 


fidgety because of the leisurely man- 
ner in which the senate is proceeding 
with the gold standard bill. He sent 
!or Senator Allison and asked him to 
use his influence to push the debate 
along a little faster. 


As expected, the senate committee 


on elections decided by a majority of 
one to report against the seating of 
Mr. Quay; but, owing to the hearing 
of the Clark case, now going on before 
:hat 
committee, it may be several 


weeks before the report of the com- 
mittee is submitted to the senate. 
Quay and his friends are considerably 
Tightened. 
The senate made a big cut in the 


amount that the Montana witnesses in 
the Clark case will get when it adopted 


resolution providing that witnesses 


summoned by senate committees shall

eminent. The sending of the cruiser 
Montgomery to do police duty for the 
British at the fever-stricken port o: 
Sierre Leone and the remarkable su- 
pineness of the state department, un 
der the seizure of American flour on 
the high seas, are evidences in point 
The equivocations semi-offieially put 
forth, by the state department to ex- 
cuse its conduct in the latter case are 
pitiable. The attempt is made to 
com- 


pare the situation at Delagoa Bay 
where the offense occurred, to that in 
Cuba during ocr war with Spain and 
to justify the seizures by our seizures 
at that time. It is well known that 
any and all property, whether contra- 
band of war or not, is subject to seiz- 
ure under any flag if bound to a block- 
aded port. 
And, of course, even if 


bound to a neutral port with the inten- 
tion of there trans-shipping and ulti- 
mately sending to a blockaded port, it 
may be held subject to seizure. If con- 
traband of war, it is subject to seizure 
if bound to a hostile port, whether 
blockaded or not. But no nation has 
ever before claimed that neutral prop- 
erty under a neutral flag bound from 
one neutral port to another neutral 
port, whether 
contraband or not, 


was subject to seizure. Such action 
would cripple all trade by sea during 
the continuance of war. Great Brit- 
ain has not advanced this plea—but 
our obliging state department has 
made the claim for her. 


The department's assertion that all 


the United States can do is to await 
the action of the British prize courts, 
as nations waited when we were at 
•war, is about as namby-pamby as its 
other statement in defense of its posi 
tion in the premises. Our seizures were 
made in accordance with wellestablish- 
ed principles of international law bear- 
ing upon the subject. England's seiz- 
ures were made in direct contravention 
of law. It is the opinion of able states- 
men that Great Britain will surely 
disavow the seizures, pay damages to 
the owners of the American vessels 


and, perhaps, dismiss some officer who 
has been requested to sacrifice himself 
for his native land. Her sole aim is to 
gain time and in this she is ably as- 
sisted by the American administration

Of the Government Financial Agent's Suc- 


cesBful Efforts To Enrich That Insti- 


tution By Violating Statute!. 


Here is an epitome of the revelations 


in the New York World which caused 
congress to order an investigation of 
Secretary of the Treasury Lyman J. 
Gage's actions:

18.—Secretary Gape announced 


in Washington that the treasury de- 
partment would release between 330,- 
000,000 and 540,000,000, and by placing- 
the money in United States depository 
banks relieve the financial stringency.

000,000 a day of the government's in- 
ternal revenue receipts.

mense power which the Standard Oil 
National 
City 
bank 
would 
wield 


through the favor of Secretary Gage 
and the enormous profits it would 
make out of government deposits 


Dec. 
33.—The World printed a long 


interview with 
Secretary 
Gage in 


which he gave his reasons for selecting 
the National City bank. 
He denied 


that favoritism had anything to do 
with the matter. The editorial in the 
World headed "An Imperial Bank" con- 
tained an epitome of the many acts of 
favoritism conferred upon the National 
3ity bank since Mr. Gage became sec- 
retary of the treasury. 


Dec. 
21.—-The 
World 
gave an ex- 


laustive history of the relations of the 
jreasury department under Secretary 
Gage with the National City bank, the 
profits the latter had made out of such 
transactions, and its method of influ- 
encing the money market. 
The con- 


nection between the National City and 
;he First National bank, Chicago, in 
which Secretary Gage is a large stock- 
holder, was also shown. A second in- 
terview was printed with Secretary 
Gage, in which he further explained 
the selection 
of the National City 


bank, also interviews with bank presi- 
dents, showing the profit to tbe bank 
from its government deposits. 


Dec. 
25.—The World printed a state- 


ment from 
ex-Comptroller Theodore 


Myers, showing1 that six weeks ago 
had requested Secretary Gage to 


deposit the internal revenue receipts 
n different national banks to save the 
financial world from disaster. 
Mr. 


iage wrote Mr. Myers the proposition 
could not be accepted, as it would 
place the secretary open to the charge 
of favoritism. 
Mr. Myers could not 


understand why his suggestion was 
sidetracked, and six weeks later, when 
the panic had set in, Secretary Gage 
)ut the plan 
into 
operation, 
but 


naming only one bank as the deposi- 
>ory. 


Dee. 26.—Wall street men expressed 


ihe opinion that Secretary Gage should 
explain the Myers incident to free him' 
self of the suspicion of gross favorit- 
sm. 


Dec. 
27.—Aroused by the World's ex- 


>osures, Representatives Sulzer, Noo- 
nan and others declared their inten- 
iion of demanding a congressional in- 
vestigation of Secretary Gage's dea.1- 
ngs with the Standard Oil National 
City bank.

of disapproval he had aroused, Secre- 
tary Gage notified the National City 
bank that no more bonds would be 
accepted as security for additional 
deposits of government money.

How Secretary Gage Violated the Statutes 


In That Transaction. 


The United States government on 


July 3 last sold to the National City 
Bank of New York tbe old custom- 
house property in New York for S3,- 
265,000. 


The sale was made under provisions 


of a special act of congress providing: 
that the purchaser of the old custom- 
house should permit the government 
to continue to occupy it until the new 
custom-house was completed, the gov- 
ernment to pay as tenant of the old 
building 4 per cent, upon the purchase 
price, or about $130,000 a year. The 
day after the sale James Stillman, 
president of the National City bank, 
went to Washington, taking with him 
a certified check, drawn on his own 
bank, for 83,225,000—all bat 540,000 
of the full price agreed upon. 
This 


cheek Mr. Stillman personally handed 
to Secretary of the Treasury Gage, who 
immediately handed it back to Presi- 
dent Stillman to be deposited without 
interest in the National City bank. 


Secretary Gage has never turned the 


proceeds into the treasury, as required 
by section 4 of chapter 337, under the 
terms of which the sale was made. 


The 540,000 "held back" were for 


another purpose. 
The deeds of the 


custom-house are still in the treasury 
department at Washington. The title 
to the property has not therefore pass- 
ed to the National City bank, and the 
eity of New York can collect no taxes 
upon the land, as it is nominally gov- 
ernment property, although the Na- 
tional City bank owns and 
receives 


rent for it. The 840,000 held back was 
therefore merely a legal excuse for not 
proving the title, and for evading 
taxation. 


Section 3,618 of the Revised Statutes 


of the United States provides that 
"all proceeds of sales of old material, 
condemned stores, supplies or other 
property of any kind shall be deposited 
and covered into the treasury as mis- 
cellaneous receipts * * * and shall 
not be withdrawn or applied except in 
consequence of a subsequent appropri- 
ation made by law.'' 


Chapter 337 of the statutes enacted by 


the Fifty-fifth congress—the specific 
law providing for the sale of the New 
York custom-house—says that "tl e 
secretary of the treasury is hereby 
* * directed * * * to deposit the 
proceeds of the sale * * * in the 
United States treasury as miscellane- 
ous receipts." 


Section 3,617 of the Eevised Statutes 


says that the proceeds of such sales 
shall be "paid by the officer or agent 
receiving the same into the treasury 
at as early a date as possible." 


The secretary of the treasury in a 


dictated and 
authorized 
statement 


made to the Philadelphia North Ameri- 
can said: "The proceeds of the sale 
of the custom-house in New York were 
deposited with the National City bank. 
My action was within the law and the 
proprieties." This statement is virtu- 
ally a plea of guilty. 


Section 5,490 of the Revised Statutes 


of the United States provides that: 
"Every officer or other person charged 
by any act of congress with the safe- 
keeping of the public moneys who 
fails to keep safely the same, without 
* * * depositing in banks or ex 
changing for other funds than as spe- 
cially allowed by law, shall be guilty 
of embezzlement of the money so * * 
deposited or exchanged; and shall be 
imprisoned not less than six months 
nor more than ten years and fined in a 
sum of money equal to the amount so 
embezzled."

Lamps and Their Care. 


Nothing makes the family sitting 


room more pleasant in 
the 
dark 


evenings of winter than plenty of 
light from well cared for lamps. Not 
just one in a great room, round which 
the whole family gather, getting in 
each other's way and light, while the 
corners are dim and dusky, but two or 
three, that shed ample light around. 
Kerosene is cheap; it is tbe cheapest 
illuminant man has ever known, in 
proportion to its caudle power, and 
this through one of the "detestable 
monopolies" everybody is down on. 


There is no economy in using the 


cheapest quality of kerosene, there is 
still less in poor lamps or small ones. 
The illuminating power of a lamp is 
in direct ratio to the size of the wiek. 
A tabular burner an inch and a quarter 
in diameter will give more light than 
a gas jet. 
Two of them will ilhimi- 


nate a room well. Student lamps are 
excellent to read or se'w by, as they 
are nicely adjusted to focus tbe light 
upon book or work. Do not let cheap- 
ness guide yon in choice of a lamp ao 
much as its ability to give light. 


In choosing a lamp, take one having 


a broad base; it will be less easily 
overturned. A large bowl is desirable 
The wick should wholly fill the aper- 
ture. Lamp-wicks are cheap, do not 
use one that has become clogged with 
the impurities in the oil. Either dis- 
card it, or wash the wick in hot suds, 
dip them in vinegar and dry them. 
Empty the bowls occasionally, strain- 
Ing the oil before returning it. This 
helps keep the wicks clean, and the 
cleaner the wicks the brighter and 
better the light. If the burners get 
black, boil them out in soda water and 
rub with sapolio. Keep the perforated 
screen round the burner free from dirt. 


Lamps if used constantly should be 


filled every day. 
A vapor which is 


highly inflammable is generated from 
the oil. The smaller the quantity of 
oil in the bowl the more room there is 
for this vapor, and the greater the 
danger of an explosion. This vapor is 
generated more freely from low grade 
oil, and furnishes one of the best 
reasons for purchasing the best. The 
lamp should not be filled too full; as 
the oil warms up in a warm room it 
expands slightly and thus overflows on 
the outside of the lamp. 


Better than usinj; the scissors on the 


wicks is to turn them up above the 
burner and with a bit of cloth or soft 
paper remove the charred 
portion. 


Any irregularities may be taken off 
with the scissors. 


Don't fill a lamp while it is burning. 


That is simply idiotic; and don't light 
one that isn't filled, for reasons given 
above. Don't light a lamp and go 
away and leave it. As soon as it gets 
well to burning the suction of the 
wick is stronger and the flame rises 
higher; you will return to find your 
chimney black and the room full of 
smoke. On lighting, turn the wick up 
slowly until the chimney is warmed 
To extinguish it, turn it down and 
blow horizontally across the top of the 
chimney. 


If these precautions are observed, 


you will have no accidents from the 
use of kerosene in your family. 


Don't keep a lamp burning in your 


bedroom with the flame turned low. 
Nothing vitiates the air so badly. If 
you must have a light, use the little 
night tapers that come expressly for 
the purpose, or candles. Or, if the 
lamp must be used, turn the flame up 
enough to permit free combustion, and 
use a screen to shut off the light.

As a New Year's gift to the people 


the Johnstown daily Democrat, on the 
1st day of January, 1900—the New 
Year—announced that on and after 
tht.t date its subicription price would 
be S3 per year, or 1 cent per copy. 


This is a reduction from the rate es- 


tablished July 1, 1898, when conditions 
created by the war with Spain led the 
management to fix the subscription 
price at $5 annually, or 2 cents per 
copy. 


These conditions have not material- 


ly changed, but improvements made 
within the last few months and more 
improvements to be made within the 
next few weeks will give the manage- 
ment of the Democrat greater facilities 
for the publication of a cir.ily news- 
paper on an economical basis and at 
the same time increase the standard of 
its news service. 


When the subscription price was 


raised in July, 1398, it was in the hope 
that the increase would not have to be 
maintained for a very long period of 
time and within a few months follow- 
ing that time plans were set on foot 
with the ultimate aim of restoring the 
old and popu'ar subscription rate. 
With the flue improvements installed 
during the year just closed, and the 
improvements to be made soon, the 
conditions created by the war will in 
a large measure be overcome, so that 
the Democrat may be published profit- 
ably at the low rate of 83 per year, or 
1 cent per copy.

water logged and greasy stuff for the 
next meal. 


In the cities, nt the hotels and res- 


taurants where there are French or 
Swiss cooks, the "chnpe" is savory and 
palatable, but the farther you go from 
the centers of civilization the worse it 
gets. One ents it at first under pro- 
test, then from necessity and only to 
escape starvation, but finally the stom- 
ach rebels, and you limit your diet to 
boiled eggs and fruit, which are usual- 
ly to be obtained, but the experienced 
traveler always takes canned meat and 
bread with lilm.-Sncre (Bolivia) Let- 
ter to Chicago Record.

A ItolHDce Sbeet on the National Ledger— 


Two of the Most Notable Deaths of 


the Past Year. 


Special correspondence of THE GAZETTE. 


NKW YOKK, January 9.—';Ihe king 


is dead ! Lang live tbe king !" The 
Bast and the present, life and death, 
time and eternity lie buried in the 
tomb of centuries. Then was heard 
the voice of One crying aloud in tre 
wilderness, "Prepare ye the way, to 
make it stra'ght, for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand." It was not a ques- 
tion of religious aid, for unless their 
calculations were very much astray 
this entire community, with all it? 
sins, would be safely landed in para 
dise. 


At the period of which I speak the 


city of X.ew York was governed by the 
fire laddie'. It was robbed and gov 
erned with a rod of iron. Every com- 
pany was an independent despotism 
The majority of companies had a large 
body of toothers or hangers-on and 
were held as a reserve force when the 
battle was going against their chief— 
and this reserve force generally car- 
ried the day. 
Though the companies 


were limited to a membership of fifty. 
they were allowed to take as many 
volunteers as they pleased—and thej 
were comfortably lodged and fed and 
supplied with gambling money, and 
the payments so made never found a 
place on the city's ledger. 
Bouncers, 


gamblers and swindlers generally bad 
a voice potential in the city's govern- 
ment and their needs took precedence 
"before any other claim against the 
city of Xew York. 


Under such a government the city's 


strong box was frequently emptied. 


When I hear people speak in these 


latter days of the good old times from 
'30 to '50,1 feel inclined to laugh; then 
the whole of the city's property was in 
its absolute control. Even years after 
that the mayor, in a single morning, 
signed to three of the city's pirates 
over 33,000,000. One item alone shows 
the nature of their thrift. 
When car- 


pet was bought for the new city hall a 
bill was rendered which would have 
furnished a carpet double width from 
New York to Albany. The common 
Holland, which, shaded the windows, 
were audited by a watchful mayor for 
31,300 a window. 


But it is hardly worth while to 


speak of now. 
The strong recupers- 


tive power brought this young giant 
through and to-day it rejoices in a 
grander present and more hopeful 
future than any other city on the face 
of the globe. The Island of Manhat- 
tan is only about seven miles in length 
and two and a half in width and in 
every portion, except those occupied 
by our parks, it swarms with busy 
life. 
A single ward contains nearly 


300,000 people, forming part of a busy 
population who make it the largest 
manufacturing city in the 
United 


States. And notwithstanding its sins 
of omission and commission it is polit- 
ically and morally the equal of any 
city in the world. 
With a police or- 


ganization of nearly 3,000 able bodied 
men, well trained and 
courageous, 


riots are easily suppressed and life and 
property rendered entirely secure. 


"While in one part of our country a 


dreadful war is raging, and at times it 
seems as if the nation's life was trem- 
blingin the balance,here little children 
play upon the sidewalk. 
The organ- 


grinder secures his little dole, mighty 
ships from foreign lands enter our 
beautiful harbor, seeking cargoes of 
grain, cotton, agricultural implements, 
etc. 
Having secured markets in every 


land for our meats, both canned and in 
bulk, we have nearly doubled our 
wealth in the past fifteen years, and 
at the present time our exports are 
many millions over our imports. 


We have a heavy pension list, which 


since the war has equaled the cost of 
the rebellion and for some years to 
come will be one of the largest ever 
undertaken by any government. 
For 


over thirty years, since the war closed, 
when one would naturally think that 
onr pensions would be decreased, they 
nave steadily increased. For years to 
come it will be one of the principal 
charges to the national treasury. 


Eighteen hundred and ninety-nine 


will be one of the most marked periods 
in the history of any nation since the 
world began. 


The rebel power in the Philippines is 


rapidly waning and before another 
year shall have passed we hope to see 
that account closed. Strike a balance 
sheet of profit and loss on the national 
ledger. 


Let us see what we have received for 


onr heavy sacrifices of life aad gold. 
"We have added to our domain an em- 
pire on those peaceful seas that lie be- 
tween the United States, China and 
Japan. 
But while the shouts that 


nag through all the land for our vic- 
tories won and our empire gained 
there is much of sorrow and many 
tears dedicated to the memory of those 
•who shall return to us no more, but 
whose memory will be embalmed in the 
nation's history as long as it shall last. 


Two of the most notable deaths that 


have occurred during the year, just as 
it was closing, were those of Father 
Sylvester Malone, of Sts, Peter and 
Paul's Roman Catholic church, and 
Dwight L. Moody, an evangelist, who 
not long ago in another religious or- 
ganization would have received 
the 


honor of canonization. 


Father Sylvester Malone was a man 


whose broad religious belief, of charity 
and love of his fellow-man, was wide 
spread and universal. As an evidence 
of it Bishop Lougnlio, who had charge 
of the Brooklyn diocese, saw that his 
health was breaking down and he felt 
that the necessity of his case rendered 
rest absolutely necessary. 
He gave 


him permission to absent himself from 
his charge for one year, and a Protest- 
ant .neighbor of his, who had former- 
ly been mayor of Brooklyn, kuowing 
that his broad charity had left him 
almost without a dollar (the chief of a 
congregation of nearly six thousanc 
he was one of the poorest) sent him a 
check for 35,000. 


To show the patriotism of the man 


when the flag was dishonored by th. 
first Ran fired in the war—the flag 
'that floated over the ramparts of For 
Sumpter—when the news was read to 
Father Malone, he summoned the sex 
ton and bade him float the Stars and 
Stripes on a flagstaff above tbe church 
His orders were obeyed, and there th 
starry flag floated for four years, til 
tne war was ended. He was active a 
erery public meeting »nd gatherec 
Uid expended large sums of mone; 


for the amelioration of onr woundec 
soldiers and did all he could to support 
the government in its hour of bitter 
trial. No sectarian differences troubled 
him and he was loved and honored as 
no other priest had ever been in this 
land. And yet, strange to say, when 
he crossed the dark and silent river 
that divides eternity and time, this 
devoted priest, whose life had been a 
guiding star to millions of his fellow- 
men, 
trod the wine press alone. But 


he is neither dead nor sleepiag; the 
memory he leaves behind is rich in 
good example—an example which is 
banked to his credit "where the moth 
doth not consume, nor thieves break in 
and steal." His co-laborer, Dwight L. 
Moody, was an evangelist of a class of 
which the 
earth 
knows but few. 


Leaving his native land, urged by an 
inner call which he could not control, 
he went forth to preach the gospel of 
Christ, literally without scrip or staff 


From time to time we heard of him 


as "the American '' Then came the 
question, Who is he ? What church 
does he belong to ? The answer was 
very brief. What religion is he ?' No 
man could answer. No denomination 
claimed him! He was neither a Bap- 
tist, Presbyterian, Agnostic or Cath- 
olic ! He was a law unto himself in 
the service of Christ Jesus. It was not 
long till the multitude felt that they 
were receiving a visit from one who 
derived his right to speak the gospel 
from God alone. 


lie needed no earthly commission to 


vindicate his right to preach, but he 
became an inspiration to millions who 
followed him and who believed in him 
to the end. 


When I heard of his illness there 


came a painful impression that his 
.ife was hastening to a close. His last 
preaching seemed to lack his old time 
ire. 
Yet there was that in the man 


that seemed to defy the encroachments 
of sickness or the pain of his coming 
death. 


He had no doubt or fear of the 


nature of his work and that unwaver- 
.ng faith was the sheet anchor of his 
soul to the last. As his eyes grew dim 
and the heart beat fainter it seemed 
as though he was swiftly cleaving the 
air and would soon be there, face to 
face with the Master he had loved and 
served so well. 


The anxious watchers around the 


couch of the dying man wept bitter 
.ears, which they could not keep back 
But his eyes were tearless and dry. 
lis lips were moving silently. 
No 


iouod or word issued therefrom to tell 
the story of the vision which glorified 
his way. Softly, gently, peacefully, 
,8 an infant rests upon its mother's 
>reast, his poor, frail, weary bark 
glided oif into the silent sea—and on 
lie other shore millions were gathered 
;o meet him, while on the clear morn- 
ng air that royal anthem rang forth.

GOOD ROADS CRUSADE, 


Movement For Better Hlghirayi In Illinois 


—Good Soft Boada the Present Aim. 


There Is a great stir In Illinois upon 


the subject of good roads. The great 
enthusiasm created by a series of coun 
ty and district conventions held during 
the fall in different parts of the stall 
culminated in a state convention held 
recently at Springfield in connection 
with the state fair. 


"If we can evolve a method by which 


we can give every farmer a good road 
to his farm and market aud school- 
house, we will have taken one worthy 
step in the great closing era of the 
nineteenth century." 


Such were the words of Professor 


Hunnicut on behalf of Governor At- 
kinson of Georgia in his address of 
welcome to the national road parlia- 
ment at Atlanta in October. 1S05. Pro- 
fessor Hunnicut made another strou, 
point when he said, "The annual loss 
that comes to farmers by reason of bad 
roads is beyond computation." 


General Roy Stone, director of the 


office of road inquiry, department of 
agriculture, said the other day that 
more activity Is now being displayed 
in road Improvement than has been 
shown for years. 


At the present time no state seems 


to be tackling the good roads proposi- 
tion with more vigor and earnestness 
than Illinois. During the last summer

Miss Eella C. Harber, secretary of the 
State and Interstate Good Roads and 
Public Improvement association, trav- 
eled extensively through Illinois. 


The State and Interstate Good Roads 


association, represented by Miss Bar- 
ber, embraces 22 or more states and is 
the outgrowth of a state convention 
held In Missouri in 1S97. 


In her travels and missionary work 


to promote the sentiment for good 
roads in Illinois Miss Barter claims to 
have been very successful In enlisting 
the co-operation of commercial bodies 
in different towns. 
Among farmers, 


however, she had some diificulty in ex- 
plaining that the association she repre- 
sented was working not for hard roads, 
but for good roads. The average farm- 
er, she found, easily became frightened 
at the proposal for hard roads, for that 
makes them think of macadam, which 
would mean increased taxation. 


In a recent address -Miss Barber 


said: "Our sole aim at present is to 
make good soft roads, which in years 
to come will furuish foundations for 
good hard roads. As an association we 
regard our work as experimental and 
educational. We aim to have at each 
of our conventions manufacturers and 
machines 
for 
constructing 
sample 


pieces of road, that farmers may see in 
a practical demonstration how a road 
should be built to be of value to the 
community. The object lessons show 
how a road should be built so that wa- 
ter will drain off, how culverts should 
be constructed and arranged in order 
properly to fulfill their mission and 
how really inexpensive it is to make 
good roads when the work is done in- 
telligently and systematically. 


'We do cot intend to increase taxa- 


tion one penny, for we know that the 
$4,000,000 annually expended by Illi- 
nois is sufficient to build good roads 
throughout the state. But we do ask 
that the farmers will iet the state do 
the work according to an approved sys- 
tem and not work out their poll tax by 
pretending to build good roads, not 
that they do not mean to do their best, 
so far as they know or have the abil- 
ity, but they have not the facilities and 
cannot do the work as it should be 
done. We know that under the proper 
system a good rural road can be made 
for less money than it now costs. We 
want, if possible, to see the poll tax re- 
duced to SI. but want the farmer to 
pay that dollar into the state treasury, 
instead of working it out. as is now 
the case, and we expect to convince 
him that it will be to his advantage to 
do ft." 


Professor W. C. Latta of Purdue 


university, Indiana, has pointed out 
that permanently good roads would 
prove financially beneficial to fanners 
In these ways. They would economize 
time and force in transportation be- 
tween fnrm and market, enable farm- 
ers to take advantage of market fluc- 
tuations in buying and selling, permit 
transportation of farm products and 
purchased commodities during times 
of comparative leisure, reduce wear 
and tear on horses, harness and ve- 
hicles and enhance the market value of 
real estate. 


It is certf-in that as long as rural 


roads remain as they are rural free 
mail delivery will often be a physical 
impossibility. 
General Stone states 


that one of the latest electrical car- 
riages, or automobiles, for two persons 
weighs only a little over a ton. includ- 
ing passengers and battery. One horse 
power will move this vehicle over a 
pood stone road nj !,"» miles per (low. 
or 1.000 miles per week, by daylight. 
This gives a journey of 1.000 miles for 
two persons for SI. or at the rate of 
about one-fortieth of the cost of rail- 
way travel 
This is progress enough 


in the art of transportation to suffice 
for a few years at least. 


STEEL PLATE ROADWAY, 


Successfully Operated In Ireland For 


Sixteen Ycara. 


In the county of Down, Ireland, ib a 


steel plate roadway, known as the Ben- 
brook and Newry Electric railway. It 
is only three miles long aud has a rise 
of ISO feet. 
It has been in operation 


for 1C years. It is an ordinary railway 
of three foot gauge. All the trains are 
mixed trains, passenger and goods or 
freight combined. The passenger line 
is built of ordinary steel rails, outside 
of and adjoining which is a lower line 
of steel rails. 


The wagons, without Gauges on the 


wheels, run on the lower outside rails. 
The inner rails for the cars are high 
enough above the outer rail to act as a 
guide to the wagons, keeping them on 
the track. 
On either end of the line 


the wagons are detached from the 
train aud taken to their destination 
over the reiular streets and roads by 
horses. There are no terminal charges, 
so the cost of handling is light. There 
is no delay or difficulty in getting the 
wagons on or off the ends of the line. 
The cost of the road, including land 
and all, was about S77.SCO.

ICE STORAGE. 


A Makeshift Structure and a Simple 


Inexpensive House. 


"Do you say you are not able to build 


an icehouse?" 
You have plenty of 


rails. Just take thorn and build a 
double pen and flll In between with 
old straw, chaff, forest leaves or any- 
thing of like nature. Tramp it in solid 
then take the old boards, fasten them 
on the inside of inner pen, vertically, 
no matter if they don't join up closely. 
Now put eight or ten inches of your 
packing material In the bottom, build

your ice in a solid block on top of 
this, filling all crevices with pounded 
ice. If it he freezing weather, throw 
some water over each layer, and it will 
freeze aud be united iu a solid mass. 
Build your ice eight or ten incites from 
the sides of the pen, and as you build 
it up tramp in your packing material, 
whatever it mny be. Build your ice as 
high as the pen. 
Now over all put 


plenty of sawdust, chaff or anything 
that will exclude the air, which is one 
of the principal factors In keeping ice. 
Now put up a few rafters made of 
poles, spike them to the top rail of the 
outer pen, allowiug them to extend 
over a considerable distance. This will, 
after the roof is on, shade the walls 
somewhat and prevent the rain from 
reaching the ice. The roofing material 
may he of rough boards well nailed. 


Now, 
according to an Ohio Farmer 


writer, yon will be surprised if you do 
all this at the length of time you can 
keep ice. but if you wish a better 
house this can be built as follows: 


The first cut represents a more ex- 


pensive house, with a vertical section 
and plan of foundation in the second 
cut. This is not a very expensive house 
and in the times of joist frames can be 
kept up with a very little cash outlay. 
The size of building is 14 feet over all. 
First lay a foundation of cobble or 
broken stone, and on this lay sills 
made of 2 by S joist spaced apart by 
spiking in four inch blocks at the place 
where studding is to be set, which 
are 2 by 8, using three on each side be- 
tween the corner posts, which are 
formed of one 2 by 8 and two 2 by 6 
scantlings. This gives a good chance 
to fasten the lining at the corners. The 
height of building being eight feet, use 
2 by 8 short pieces cut between each 
studding for nail ties to fasten the 
siding. Line up inside horizontally, fill- 
ing the space between the sawdust as 
you line up. Making the siding ver- 
tical and the lining horizontal Is suffi- 
cient bracing for a building of this size. 
The plate is of a single 2 by 8, spiked 
well on top of studding. 
The rafters

are 2 by -t, with short collar beam to 
every third set of rafters. 
The roof 


may be of any material suitable for 
the purpose. The drawing shows a 
board roof. The ventilator is easily 
understood from the cuts. Two doors 
are used. The lower one is used to 
store away the ice and the upper one to 
throw in sawdust, which can be easily 
done from a wagon, as the height is on- 
ly eight feet.

TOBACCO INVESTIGATION. 


Solll of Hie Connci-ttciit Vnlley—Im- 


proving Pia-s t>i- ami Aroma. 


An Interesting investigation referred 


to In the 1S80 report of tlie secretary 
of agriculture is that of tobacco soils 
Briefly, the work tlins far includes tlie 
mapping of 400 stjunrc miles iu the 
Connecticut valley, including the prin 
elpal tobacco areas of that iinportan 
locality. This map, which is being pre 
pared for publication, shows the char 
aeter of the soils and their distribution 


The soils occur iu more or less wel 


defined ti'iracus, funned by the oil 
lake which covered Hint urea iu pre 
historic tiiaus. 
The highest terraces 


or the old Like bolloin, are course sand 
contaiuing liue gravel. These "plains' 
soils produce the linest wrapper leal 
when the season is favorable, but on 
account of the droughty character ot 
the section such crops are only ob- 
tainable about two yeais in live. SOUK 
practical method can 
uo doubt be 


found to iiiiike the crop more certain. 


The next lower ternu-e is of fluei 


sand, and it is upon Iliis that the gen- 
eral crop of Havana seed leaf is pro- 
duced. The next terrace is of mill linei 
sand and produces the line broad leal 
variety, while the hnvest terrace, o> 
the present meadows, is of such flue 
silt that it produces a raarie daik to- 
bacco misultMl to Hie pri'xc'iif market 
demands. There are oihcr sods upon 
which tobacco cannot be grown aiul 
still others tip:in which tobacco of pe- 
culiar proper)ies is produced, suited 
to certain trade. 
The map will show 


these soils in different colors. 


To supplement ihis soil work the di- 


vision of 
vcjfero Me physiology 
and 


pathology is co-c;:i r.'.'jg in the study 
of the cause of the fermentation of to 
bacco. It has been found Hint the fla- 
vor and aroma are due not to bacteria, 
as was formerly supposed, but to en 
zyrns or oxidizing ascnN in the leaf it- 
self. The formation of these oxidlzln 
agents and the conditions of their 
greatest activity are being studied. 


It has been found that some of the 


soils of the Connecticut valley are sim- 
ilar in all essential respects to tbe soils 
of Florida and Cuba, and an elfort will 
be made, through changes iu the meth- 
ods of cultlviillou and 
fermentation 


based upon these investigations, to im- 
prove the tinnlity of (lie Connecticut 
leaf so as to adapt it better to the pres- 
ent demands for wrapper for high 
priced cigars. 
Next year it is proposed 


to investigate the soils of Pennsylvania 
and Ohio to sec if the quality of the 
filler leaf grown on the heavier soils of 
these localities cannot be greatly im- 
proved.

Choice To Michigan.

you when I left Mann's Choice to>have 
you forward my GAZETTE to St Johns, 
Clinton county, Mich. Please sand it 
to me. 


1 left Mann's Choice on Thanksgiv- 


ing Day and had a splendid trip. I 
stopped at Portage, N. Y., and took a 
look at the Portage Falls on the Geo- 
essee river. There are three of them 
and they are a Vautiful sight. I also 
saw the High banks and stopped and 
looked at Silver lake, the highest body 
of water ia the state of New York.

Clever Christmas Display. 


From the Johnstown Tribune we 


glean the following: 


One of the finest and most ingenious 


Christmas displays ever seen in Johnstown 
is on exhibition in the dining room at the 
residence of Mr. Charles V. Bowers, No. 50S 
Napoleon street. It is a veritable fairy- 
land and was constructed by Mr. Bowers, 
who is an electrician, for his two little 
daughters, whose delight, of course, is un- 
bounded. The device operates entirely by 
electricity and occupies a space five by 
nine feet, standing fifteen inches from the 
floor. On the surface is a moving train of 
cars, running over a two-and-a-quarter- 
mch railroad track twenty-two feet in 
length. It runs through a three-foot tun- 
nel, at the end of which it passes a signal 
tower, where a block signal is erected. 
When the train reaches the tower the sig- 
nal drops and after it passes goes back to 
its place again. A short distance from the 
tower is a grade crossing, where a gate 
drops when the train approaches and goes 
up after it has gone by. When it arrives 
at a covered station a gong sounds. Be- 
tween the depot and tunnel a bridge is 
erected over a creek, in which a boy is tak- 
ing a bath. There are also several ducks 
on the water. A telegraph line is built all 
along the railroad track. A large hemlock 
tree stands in the yard between the rail- 
road tracks, at the foot of which a young 
elephant stands shaking his head, and 
sheep are feeding nearby. A branch track 
from the main railroad runs down to near 
the tree, where eight little cars are hauling 
coal from a mine and dumping on a tipple. 
Loaded cars of coal are standing on the sid- 
ing and a teamster is hauling a load away. 
At one end of the tunnel a pumping station 
is in motion, forcing water through a tube 
to a trough three feet away, where a horse 
and cow are drinking. Near the 'pumping 
station a saw-mill is in full blast, with a 
wood chopper working nearby. On top of 
the tunnel are a house and yard. Passen- 
gers are carried from the foot to the top, a
